Use of Potatoes to Save W M 


is dem anded by tho present situation, because greater quantities of 
wheat must be conserved, for the use of the American forces and 
the Allied armies in Europe, and also because an unusually large 
supply of potatoes remains in the hands of the growers. Great 
quantities of these will g o to w aste unless they are used even more 
freely and in a greater variety of w a y s than is customary in 
American families. 


W ith the basic price of wheat fixed as at present, flour is 6 
cents a pound, lf, then. potatoes can he obtained at $ 1.35 a bushel, 
which is 2 1 - 4 cents a pound, it is an econom y as well as a war ser­ 
vice to use potatoes as a substitute for flour in bread making. Even 
at 3 cents a pound the potatoes cost no more than dour. 


H o w to ii se potatoes in place of flour foi various purposes, par­ 
ticularly in bread m aking, is shown below by carefully worked 
out recipes. 


The po ta to has a place in our food list which no other vegetale 
occupies. It appears on the tables of countless families at least 
once a day and often at all three meals, and is so much a part of 
our daily food that w e miss it almost as much as w e would bread 
if we have to go without ii. 
Its popularity is based on more than 
accident or custom. It is palatable and wholesome, supplies much 
food material, and has some special food qualities to its credit. 
Though w e prepare it in almost endless w ays as a vegetable serv­ 
ed with meat and other food, w e also use it for soups and salad 
making, som etim es for deserts, and with dour in baking. 
That w e 
can use potato with dour is not surprising, for the food substance 
potato supplies m ost abundantly is starch, ami it is largely be­ 
cause of the starch they contain that the world uses cereal grains 
as breadstuffs. 
It will very often be found, with a little experi­ 
menting, that one-third to one half of the dour in sonic favorite 
recipe can be replaced w ith mashed potato.
